This word would not have been in¬ 
vented and that prize need not have 
been offered were it not that by law 
something is made a crime, that is 
not in itself a crime; that was not'a 
crime before in the United States; 
tha^ is not a crime in neighboring 
provinces, and in other countries. If 
we manufacture new crimes, we must 
needs manufacture new criminals. If 
we multiply laws to regulate all 
phases of human conduct we neces¬ 
sarily increase lawlessness.

The Edmonton Journal makes a 
practical suggestion to the govern¬ 
ment in the extension of short wave 
wireless to isolated regions of Alber¬ 
ta.

If there had been a hort wave set in 
Fort Vermilion, the call for-help that 
took fourteen days to deliver would 
have been received instantaneously. 
The government coSt would be negli- 
ble, as weighed against possible trag 
edies that might be averted.”

ULTRA VIOLET RAYS 

Sunshine fosters health and heal¬ 
ing. There are three principal ele¬ 
ments of natural sunshine. The long 
rays are visible and furnish warmth. 
The medium rays are those which 
we see and constitute light. The 
short rays are the “ultra violet” and 
are those which cause the skin to tan 
These rays have power to cause 
chemical action. The chemical action 
of the ultra violet is illustrated by 
the bleaching of fabrics in sunshine 
by the coloring of grass-and flowers 
and by the tanning of the skin. In 
clouded regions where the clear sun¬ 
light is unusual, the commonest dis¬ 
ease is rickets. In lake regions this 
is a common complaint. Ultra violet 
rays are more plentiful,in high alti¬ 
tudes, hence the number of sanitar¬ 
iums for sun bathing in the moun¬ 
tains. Ordinary window glass ex¬ 
cludes about 95 per cent, of the ultra 
violet rays. Glass manufacturers are 
developing glass which "Will permit 
from 60 to 90 er cent, of the rays to 
pass through. But so far this glass 
is too highly priced for the ordinary 
person. Sunshine is the great natur¬ 
al tonic and healer. In addition to 
improving the health of the skin, it 
has a powerful effect on the blood 
and is a prime treatment for anaemic 
or rundown people. Scientists are 
now able to generate sunshine of al¬ 
most any desired quantity and qual¬ 
ity. The time is coming when almost 
every home will have a solarium for 
sun bathing. 

GRAYHOUND RACING 

Grayhound racing has spread from 
Los Angeles to Berlin. Millions of 
pounds would not cove; the betting 
in England that results from the 
speed of these slim dogs. 

The Society for the Protection of 
Cruelty to Animals interfered in the 
States with the use of rabbits as lure.

SPINACH AND OLD AGE 

A new remedy is being tested in 
Germany against that peculiar ma¬ 
lady of old age—arterio selerosis, 
some times called hardening of the 
arteries.” It is a green coloring 
matter of the leaves of plants, the 
substance which botanists and Chem¬ 
ists call chlorophyll. Extracting this 
brilliant green dye from the leaves 
of such plants as spinach, Prof. Bur- 
gt of the Univeristy of Bern, Swit- 
| zerland, gave regular doses of it to 
| patients suffering from heart trou¬ 
ble caused by arterial hardening. He 
| found great improvement. The high 
I blood pressure which is a charaster- 
| istic of this disease slowly fell nor- 
| mal values. Dizziness and weakness 
| disappeared. The heart beat returned 
1 to its normal rhythm. Whether a 
I real cure is produced or whether the 
| patient merely is relieved so long as 
he swallows the daily dose of leaf 
green, Prof. Burgt has not yet de¬ 
termined. 

In possible explanation it is re- 
1 called that the green coloring matter 
in the plant leaves is chemically aim ■ 
ilar to the red coloring matter of hu¬ 
man blood. Furthermore, the green 
dye of plants aids the breathing of 
the plants, just as the red compound 
seWes to carry oxygen around the 
human body. Perhaps the green 
plant dye helps to produce more red 
blood or perhaps it aids the red 
blood in its work. The new discovery 
probably explains the well known fact 
that a diet containing plenty of 
fresh green vegetables, instead of a 
meat, helps to prevent or to relieve 
the symptons of arterial hardening.

New Record Set for Valley with To¬ 
tal Refinery Receipts of 47,505 
Barrels 

With a total production of 47,505 
barrels of naptha and crude oil de¬ 
livered to Calgary refineries during 
December, Turner Valley oil fields 
set a new record for a single month 
surpassing the previous peak in Au¬ 
gust by nearly 500 barrels. 

During December naptha deliveries 
to the Imperial oil refinery were 26,- 
672 barrels and crude deliveries were 
19,000 barrels. Of these totals, Roy¬ 
alite No. 4 supplied 15,500 barrels of 
noptha and Okalta furnished 11,296 
barrels or a little more than half of 
the total amount. 

Dalhousie No. 1 came back during 
the month and contributed more than 
5000 barrels of naptha while the 
other principal producers maintained 
deliveries similar to those made in 
November. Okalta delivered mpre | 
than 11,000 barrels in December com-1 
pared with more than 6000 for part j 
of November, Dalhousie No. 1 and 
Okalta No. 1 furnished the bulk ^>f j 
the increase over the previous month, 
yielding more than* 11,0(10 barrels ad-1 
ditional in December, but McLeod de-1 
liveries showed a decline of more 
than 2000 barrels; I 

In August of last year, a record up 
to that time was established with 47,1 
070 barrels when Royalite No. 6 and 
No. 8 produced more than 14,000 bar¬ 
rels. These well produced only 52 
barrels in December. 

Deliveries to the Regal refinery (jur 
ing December totalled 1833 barrels 
with 1453 barrels coming from the 
Spooned OiLs Limited. The balance 
is divided between Vulcan, MeDoug- 
all-Segur and Mcl^od.
